Brainstorming is a method for generating more and more ideas by jotting down the words that come 
to mind as suggested by a worc or phrase. Starting for example with *radbit” and thinking of carrots, 
which in turn brings to mind the color orange, which in tum brings to mind sunsets. You can also do 
this by using dictionaries, searching for related works in bookshops and libraries, or using the intemet. 
By freeing up your mind and getting rid of preconceived notions, you may find combinations that you 
had not thought of before or encounter new settings and situations.

Where to use the 
same color and which color to use as an accent are also key when altering 
the desicn’s palette.
